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VALEDICTORY 


Veritas et utilitas 


Truth and usefulness. Two common terms in 
a common Latin quotation. How far do they go? 
What do they mean? We, the graduates of 1947, 
the very first graduates of the new Garneau High 
School, are faced with as uncertain a future as that 
to which any generation of youth could look for- 
ward. The world is undergoing a change; there 
are a myriad of conflicting political and economic 
ideologies. We stand at the cross-roads not know- 
ing which way to turn—university? job? trade? 
occupation? marriage? What are we to do? 


We are unified on some things. We want no 
future wars for ourselves or our descendants, 
those black splotches on the history of the ad- 


vance of civilization. We wish to sce no part of 
HARRY SASLOW the scenes of the horrible, bloody carnage in 
which the world has been plunged twice within 
the last generation. However, we cannot look on 


scenes such as those which shocked us so greatly; concentration camps, death camps, 
gas chambers, etc., nor can we look to wars in far-off places without being directly con- 
cerned. The days of “isolationism” and “insularism” are over, modern science has seen 
to that. How are these things to be stopped so that. we, and our descendants, may 
enjoy peace and contentment as the generations before us could not—without fear of 
aggression? 


Wiser and more mature heads than ours are studying the problems in the great 
capitals of the world, in international organizations, in intellectual and cultural centres. 
And what is the result of their probing and discussion? Have they found a cure to 
the ills of the world, or is this fighting, distrust, arming and re-arming just part of a 
chronic, incurable disease with which society is afflicted—a malignant cancerous growth 
slowly destroying the vitals of civilization? Already short months after the finish of 
one horrible conflagration, there is evidence of the growth of subversive underground 
movements and organizations hell-bent for power and tyranny. The great powers con- 
tinue to distrust each other, each on the quest for power lest the other attain it—and 
all the while, goes on the planning, the treachery, the collecting of fuel for another 
great blaze to encompass the world and leave behind the mutilated bodies and minds 
of ordinary folk. After the last war, they said, “The war to end all wars.” A few 
months ago, it was “This time is the last time.” There can be no next time. Science, 
the useful aid to good living, has come up in the past few years with diabolical devices 
for murder and carnage never dreamed of before. The end is near. Now with the. 
advent of the atomic era, thousands of poor souls, part and parcel can be destroyed by 
a handful of men. What more horror will be evolved? 


The main reason for all this, is distrust and lust for power. Would not a solution be 
possibly evolved if the world politicians would employ truth as part of their political 
stock-in-trade? Would not our own well being and happiness, our little wars and organ- 
izations within our own society—be more secure? Could we not derive more pleasure

Four issues of this paper were published during the year and, in June, the yearbook was 
published under the name of the “Garneau Log.” 


One of the most important acts of the Students’ Council was the choosing of the 
school colors. After much deliberation, it was decided that wine and gold would be 
symbolic of Garneau High School. 


When we met again for the second year of Garneau High’s history, it was found 
that more teachers had been added to the staff, thus making possible a Grade 12. Benefit- 
ing by our previous experiences and misfortunes, we plunged into another year of 
scholastic struggles—the goal being in sight for the Grad Class. 


A great variety of social gatherings have been held this year, these being a theatre 
party, a skating party and moccasin dance and the dances entitled “Reindeer Ramble” 
and “Twitterpated Twirl” as well as numerous very successful lits. 


The highlight of the sporting year came when the senior girls won the City Basket- 
ball Championship and the juniors won the South Side Basketball Championship—thus 
bringing home Garneau’s first championships. The girls worked hard during the year 
and really earned the titles. Other sports which were participated in during the year 
were boys’ and girls’ house-league basketball, bantam and junior rugby and hockey. 

Fewer clubs were formed this year, but greater interest has been shown in the ones 
which we have had. These were the Boxing and Wrestling Club, the Swim Club, the 
Badminton Club, the Chess Club and the Dance Club. 


It is doubtful if any of these activities could have been made possible without the 
friendship and supervision of the teachers. During both years they have shown great 
interest in extra-curricular activities and their advice has been greatly appreciated. 

This year, the first Graduating Class that Garneau High School has ever produced 
will pass from its portals. I would like to extend to them heartiest congratulations and 
best wishes for a happy and successful career in the future.

The cynics who cry, “sure, stick your neck out, give people an inch and they'll take a 
mile” are unfortunately correct. Society is still looking for the short-cuts and the 
easy way, the universal cure, the “pic-in-the-sky,” the panacea—it is a trait of human 
nature. One need only look at commercial advertising to see how the psychologists 
have exploited this fact for the benefit of a few more dollars. When civilization learns 
as a group that there are no short-cuts to success and good living, that everything has 
its price, then will we have the kind of life we want. Which brings me to the second 
point of our motro—usefulness.
